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Lloyd-George Bares 
Allied Dissension; 


' Attacks French Press 
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Impertinence of Newspa- 


pers Fraught With Dan- 
ger to Unity of Allies, 
He Declares. 


SAYS HE HAS SUPPORT 
OF AMERICA AND ITALY 


Statement of Premier 
Slated to Draw Heated 
Resentment of France 
and Poland.

London, May 18.—Lloyd-George 
has reiterated in terms that afford 
mo misconstruction, that Adelbert 
Korfanty and his Polish irregulars 
must be curbed, that the Silesian 
question must be settled by the su- 
Preme council, and that the Ver- 
eailles treaty must be upheld and 
respected. 

The premier cites American and 
Jtalian sentiment_as backing his de- 
mand for fairness to Germany under 
the treaty, and scores in viotriolic 
words the “trumviated and distort- 
ed” reports of his own attitude by 
French newspapers, 

Lloyd-George’s indictment of the 
French press, it may be said, is a 
more important phase of the con- 
troversy than appears on the sur- 
face. 

Fraught With Mischief. 

“With all respect to the French 
press,” he declared, “I would say 
that the habit of treating every ex- 
pression of allied opinion which 
does not coincide with their own as 
an impertinence is fraught with 
mischief. That attitude, if persisted 
in, will be fatal to any entente.” 

This is not the first time that 
Paris newsapers have aroused the 
ire of Lloyd George or, for that mat- 
ter, of the statesmen of other coun- 
tries who were attempting to solve 
international difficulties. Under the 
unfortunate and ill-advised inter- 
ference of the semi-official press in 
the French capital. 

During the peace conference, it 
will be recalled, the American presi- 
dent himself, angered by the -con- 
tinual propaganda of certain news- 
papers closely connected with the 
government, was backed by the 
British premier in a threat to re- 
move the peace conference out of 
Paris unless the campaign ceased. 
And it was partly due to the same 
influence that Woodrow Wilson was 
forced to declare that he would 
quit the conference entirely. 

Opposed to Militarism. 

News that Secretary Hughes has 
denied the request of Poland for 
action in the Silesian question is re- 
ceived here as comfirming recent 
dispatches by the United News 
showing that the British and Amer- 
ican governments are in hearty 
moral agreement on the Greater Eu- 
ropean problems, that the United 
States is distinctly opposed to the 
militaristic policy of France, and 
that Lloyd George has greeted 
America’s entrance into European 
politics once more as welcome as- 
surance that he will’ have a strong 
partner in his controversy with Bri- 
and. 

“T have never’ witnessed 
unanimity on any question,” said 
the premier. “All shades of opin- 
ion in the American’ Italian and 
British press take the same view.” 

“Under these circumstances,” he 
continued, “the treaty of Versailles 
is a document of infinite moment— 
especially to the nations of the en- 
tente. It binds us together when 
there is so much to divide us. Those 
who treat its provisioins as if they 
were the sport of passion and prej- 
udice may not have to live long to 
regret their hot-headedness.” 


Is Bold Stroke. 

The premier’s denunciation of the 
French press is the boldest stroke 
ef open diplomacy since President 
Wilson made his dramatic, direct 
appeal to the Italian people on the 
Adriatic controversy during the 


framing of the treaty of Versailles.

Chief Justice Edward White, of 
the United States supreme court, 
who died early Thursday morning. 


Paleran Justice 
Of Supreme Court 
Answers Last Call 


Death Comes to Chief Jus- 
tice White Early Thursday 
Morning at Age of 76. 


Washington, May 19.— Edward 
Douglass White, chief justice of the 
United States supreme court, died 
at 2 o’clock this morning at a hos- 
pital here where he submitted to an 
operation last Friday. He was 76 
years old and had been ill six 
weeks. 

The chief justice had been uncon- 
scious since late Tuesday afternoon 
when acute dilation of the heart 


occurred. Up to then attending 
physicians had hoped for a rapid 
recovery after an operation for 
bladder trouble. 

Unexpected Relapse. 

After the unexpected relapse the 
physicians had “not expected the 
chief justice to live through that 
night. The Rev. Father 8. J. Cree-{ 
den of Georgetown university ad- 
ministered the las} sacrament dur- 
ing the early evening and members 
of the immediate family were s8um- 
moned to the bedside. 

Death was said to be due direct- 
ly to complications which developed 
after the opgration. Justice Mc- 
Kenna and others of Mr. White's 
associates in the supreme court 
called at the hospital when it be- 
came known that his condition was 
serious, but djid not enter the room 
as the chief justice was unconscious. 

Constant in Attendance. 

Chief Justice White, who was a 
massive figure, had been described 
as “the most intellectual as well 
as the physical giant of the bench.” 
One of the greatest privileges of 
his position he often said, was that 
of dissent, and he frequently used 
that prerogative. Bornin Louisiana 
and serving in the confederate army 
in the congress of the civi}) war, 
he became a national figure in 1891 
upon his election to the United 
States senate. He served there 
only thre years, however, President 
Cleveland appointing him to the su- 
preme court in 1894. He was made 
the chief justice in 1910 by Presi- 
dent Taft, who boldly disregarded 
the custom regarding the selection 
of justices from his own party, and 
it was Justice White who admin- 
istered the oath of office to Pres- 
idents Wilson and Harding. 

Unswerving in his devotion to the 
court, the chief justice was con- 
stantly in attendance at all sessions: 
His physicians said this high con- 
ception of duty hastened his death. 

No chief justice since the first 
has had a more important tenure 
of office, according to students of 
law. Occupying a place in the court 
for twenty-seven years, Mr. White 
participated in judgments which de- 
cided the fate of the income tax, 
direct primary, prohibition and 
woman suffrage amendments, aSg 
well as the issues of the tremen- 
dous legal battles which grew out 
of the anti-trust and commerce reg- 
ulation laws.

STRICT QUARANTINE 
MEASURES APPROVED 


Will Make Further Rec- 
ommendations to Geor- 
gia Authorities on Re- 
turn From Washington.

Washington, May 18.—(By Consti- 
tution leased wire.)—The two-day 
conference in Washington in regard 
to the pink boll worm and the Mexi-, 
can been beetle, attended by rep- 
resentatives of the  cotton-grow- 
ing states, adjourned today. 

Ira A. Williams, general agent 
of the Georgia state board of ento- 
mology and representing also the 
Georgia state department of agrf- 
culture, is greatly pleased with the 
result of the conference, especially 
in regard to the pink boll worm. It 
is found much progress has been 
made by the federal horticultural] 
board and the state authorities to- 
ward eradication of the pest, and 
if the work is properly carried .on 
in the future, he feels sure that 
it will not be allowed to spread in- 
to Georgia and will be eradicated 
from the states now infected. 

“The Mexican bean beetle, accord- 
ing to the report of Mr. Williams, 
is very much more threatening to 
Georgia crops at the present time. 
It is within four mils of the Georgia 
line and if some preventive meas- 
ures are not taken immediately, will 
{infest a a good part of North Geor- 
gia this year. Should the beetle 
spread over the ‘states, it will @o 
great damage to leguminous crops 
in Georgia, destroying almost 
wholly the bean crop, lima beans, 
so damage the cow peas until it 
will not be profitable to grow them, 
as well as doing considerable dam- 
age.to soya beans. This would be 
a tremendous loss to Georgia far- 
mers, 


Strict Quarantine. 

Strict quarantine regulations 
recommended in order to prevent 
as much as possible the spread of 


}the pest, @nd establishment zones 


wherein none of these crops shall 
be piown until, the pest can be 
exterminated igs being considered. 

Mr. Williams is very hopeful that 
something can be done to prevent 
the spread throughout Georgia, and 
will make recommendations to the 
Georgia state board of entomology 
and the department of agriculture 
along this line when he returns to 
Atlanta, and the forthcoming Geor- 
gia legislature will be vigorously 
called upon to co-operate with the 
federal government in the matter. 

From reports to the’ government 
unanimously adopted by “the con- 
ference. it 1s clear to the conferees 
that the only practicable method of 
eradicating the pink boll worm is 
by continued prohibition of the 
Browth of cotton in infested dis- 
tricts for a period of five years. The 
feasibility of extermination work 
where conducted according to the 
methods and maintained for the pe- 
riod of time recommended by the 
entomologists of the -cotton states 
and approved by the federal horti- 
cullural board is declared to have 
been completely demonstrated in the 
Hearne district. where a non-cotton 
zone has been maintained since the 
fall of 1917 and intensive scouting 
each year thereafter has failed to 
show any recurrence of the infesta- 
tion. 

Trinity Bay District. 

Furthermore, it is apparent, it is 
said, in the Trinity Bay district that 
the maintenance of a non-cotton 
zone for one year only is not long 
enough to accomplish extermination. 

The conference declared that there 
is now a possibility of exterminating 
the pink boll worm, but that this 
opportunity is one that must be 
taken prompt advantage of. On the 
other hand, it felt that the contin- 
uance of the infestation in any area 
under a regulated system is fraught 
with grave danger to the entire cot- 
ton industry. Therefore, it declared 
that the present establishment of 
regulated areas in West Texas and 
New Mexico should be considered 
only as a temporary arrangement 
to be conducted only so long as may 
be necessary for appropriations to 
be made to maintain this district 
as a non-cotton zone. ‘ 

In the meantime, also, it recam- 
mended that efforts be n@@de to 
secure the co-operation of the Mex- 


ican authorities in maintaining a 
non-cotton zone on the Mexican side 
of the border. In order to provide 
further safeguard against the in- 
troduction of infestation, it declar- 
ed that the immigration service 
along the Mexican border should be 
so strengthened as to secure the 
movement of all laborers coming 
from Mexico into the United States 
through the proper points of entry 
where adequate inspections may be 
maintained. 
Favors Commission. 

In dealing with the pink boll wotm 
situation, the report said, adequate 
provision should be made in state 
laws for a technical commission, 
which should be vested with full 
authority in establishing the fact of 
infestation, as well as in exercising 
wide discretion in relation to the 
fixing of the limits of any areas 
which may be placed in non-cotton 


rzones or regulated zones, such zones 


to be continued in force automatical- 
ly until cheanged by the act of the 
commission.

“Now 
that we are to renew our active 
appreciation for this great and use- 
ful citizen, let’s endeavor to 6ee 
that his statue will no longer be a 
place for the forgathering of 
automobiles, trucks and drays,” said 
Chairman Wilkinson.

Albert Collier, secretary of the 
state railroad commission, is in 
trouble—and a woman is the cause 
of it all. 

Down in Savannah, the woman 
in question objected to paying a 
gas bill due the Savannah Gas com- 
pany on the ground that it was 
“ridiculously high.” 

She ordered the company to-re- 
move the regular meter and in- 
stall a prepay machine. 

As she ordered so did the corpor- 
ation comply. But the officials 
maintained that, the old statement 
had to be paid, and notified her 
that if payment was not made by a 
certain date the prepay meter would 


be removed and the gas stopped. 

Being a woman, she was obstin- 
ate. 

Collier on Scene. 

And here’s where Albert Collier 
enters into hostilities—if not on the 
scene. 

When her last day of grace ar- 
rived, the woman telegraphed the 
railroad commission, asking if the 
company had the right to shut off 
her supply of gas. 

The telegram was rather vague— 
not replete with information—so 
the commission had Mr. Collier to 
telegraph John W. Golden, vice 
president of the corporation, not 
to remove the meter in the wo- 
man’s house until the case had been 
investigated. 

Mr. Golden, however, had the gas 
cut off from the woman’s house by 
turning a connection in the street. 
Then he interviewed his attorney, 
it 18 understood, and was advsiea 
his act was in conflict with the 
commission's order. 

Visits Her Attorney. 

About thirty minutes later, the 
gas was turned on. But in the 
meanwhile, the woman had also vis- 
ited her attorney, and to make a 
long sertes of incidents brief, the 
corporation official now faces trial 
in Savannah next Friday. charged 
with a misdemeanor. 

The judge has ordered Mr. Col- 
lier, as secretary of *the commis- 
sion, to be present with records of 
the board’s orders and the official 
status of the case. 

Judge James K. Hines, attorney 
for the commission, maintains that 
the records of the board cannot be 
transported about the tsate, and the 
court has no authority to order 
them to be presented. 

As the result, Mr. Collier will at- 
tend the trial minus the records. 
He has insisted, however, that Judge 
Hines accompany him to-see that he 
is not “placed in jail for contempt 
of court.

Charges of peonage against 
former Governor Catts will be of 
particular interest in Atlanta in 
view of the fact tnat the former 
Florida executive established his 
residence here following the expira- 
tion of his term of office as gover- 
nor.

Other Blacks May Die; 
White Man at Point of 
Death at Byromville. 
Twenty Negroes Jailed. 


GEORGIA TOWN QUIET 
FOLLOWING DISORDER 


Marshal Forced to Shoot 
Negro During Round-up 
of Rioters by Sheriff on 
Wednesday Morning. 


Byromville, Ga., May 18.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Two negroes are dead, one 
white man is at the point of ath 
and four negroes are wounded, one 
seriously, as a result of a gun battle 
that began here late last night and 
extended into today. The trouble 
began over an attempt of Chief of 
Police Cunningham to collect city 
taxes from Fate Chapman, a negro 
on Will Byrom’s farm. The negro 
is said to have refused to settle. 

Twenty negroes banded them- 
selv.s in Chapman’s house, where 
they defied the authorities. 

It was nearly. midnight last night 
when Sheriff Vinson, deputy sheriff 
Carl Lewis and ethers in a posse, 
including L. C. Davis, a former sol- 
dier who was enroute to Fort Val- 
ley to pack peaches, moved on the 
negroes quarter. They found more 
than twenty barricaded in Chap- 
man’s house. 

As the white men approached, the 
negroes are alleged ta have open- 
ed fire. Davis fell wounded, re- 
ceiving eight wounds, the worst De- 
ing in the thigh. 

The negroes continued to hold 
the house until the posse of officers, 
which had been increased in size, 
threatened to burn the «structure. 
The negroes then piled out but 
there was more shooting, and in 
the exchange, one negro was killed 
and four were wounded. 

Jim Beddenfield Killed. 

The negro kfled at that time was} 
Jim Beddenfield. The names of an- 
ly one wounded was obtained, that 
being Tom West. One of the ne- 
groes, a son of Fate Chapman, got 
away from the poss@e and was 
traced to Lilly, Ga., where at 8:30 
o'clock this morning he again put 
up a fight and was shot down by 
officers, being dead when officers 
reached his side. In the round-up 
of negroes, sheriff Vinson and his 
deputies captured twenty blacks, 
and seized twenty-five pieces of 
firing arms of various sizes. 

There Were a number of the very 
latest pattern rifles, some shot guns 
and the rest revolvers. 

All of the negroes were carried 
to Vienna, the county seat of Dooly 
county, where the wounded ones 
are receiving attention. 

It is reported that there was con- 
siderable promiscuous firing in the 
vicinity of Chapman’s house prior 
to the approach of the sheriff and 
‘his deputies. As the officers drew 
near to the house, they were fired 
upon by the negroes. The posse 
then returned the fire. 

Byromville is quiet tonight and 
with the remaining negroes dis- 
armed no further trouble Is antici- 
pated. 


FORMER SOLDIER 
WOUNDED IN FIGHT. 

Cordele, Ga., May 18.—L. C. Davis, 
who was wounded at Byromville 
late last night in a race clash, is 
a former soldier. His home is in 
Summerville, N. J., but he was en- 
route from Florida to Fort Valley 
to pack peaches. He is said to be 
an expert packer. Davis’ wound is 
considered serious, one leg being 
almost shot off. He was placed on 
the operating table today and an 
effort is being made to s&ve his 
life. 

According to the version told here, 
when Davis joined the crowd that 
went to the aid of the officers, he 
shouted: “I’m a stranger here, but 
if some one will give me a gun, I'll 
introduce myself. 

Officers state, it is said in news 
despatches reaching here, that they 
had not been able to arrest all the 
negroes suspected of taking part 
7 | ae fighting, as many of them 
fled.

Lane Tells Thoughts 
In Valley of Shadow 


Great Act to Walk With 
Death, Former Secretary 
Writes Friends. 


Washington, May 18.—To “walk 
in the valley of the shadow” is a 
“great act” Former Secretary of 
the ‘crior Franklin K. Lane, who 
was regarded as one of the most 
efficient mempers of Wilson's 
cab. -*, wrote to relatives here 
following his operation at Rochester 
w..ich culminated in his unexepect- 
ed death Wednesday. 

The letter, dictated by Lane from 
his bed in the hospital, is a dra- 
matic story of the feelings of a 
universally esteemed man whose 
public service has attracted wide 
attention. It stood forth as a strik- 
ing feature of published accounts 
of his life and work in Washing- 
ton Wednesday, tribute to which 
was paid by President Harding and 
many other public officials. Here 
is Lz: .ue’s story of his feelings after 
successfully -undergoing his opera- 
tion: 

“It is Wednesday ‘afternoon and 
I am now sitting up in bed talking 
to my good friend Cotter. Until 
yesterday I did not clearly visualize 
any one thing In this room and did 
not know that it had a window 
except that there was a place that 
noise came through, but I did know 
that it had a yellow oak-door that 
stared at me with its great big 
square all day and allnight. Last 
Friday, about 10 in the morning, I 
took the step that I should hawe 
taken months, yes, years ago. 

Own Life Attempted. 

“IT have seen death come to men 
in various ways, sume rather novel 
and western. I once saw a man 
hanged. And I have seen several 
men shot, and came very near 
going out that way myself two or 
three times, but always the other 
fe: aimed poorly. I was being 
shot at because I was a’ newspaper 
man, and I should have been shot 
at. There must he public concern 
in what is printed, as well as its 
truth, to justify it. That is some- 
thi: ; that newspapers should get 
to know in this country. After the 
earthquake in San Francisco I saw 
walls topple out upon a man. And 
I have had more intimate glimpses 
still of the picturesque and of the 
prosaic ways by which men come 
to their taking off. 

“But never before have I been 
called upon to deliberately walk into 
the shadow, and say what you will, 
it is a great act. 

“Here was a path the end of which 


I could not see. I was Not com- 
pelled to take it. My very latest 


doctor advised me against taking it. 
I could live some time without tak- 
ing it. It was a bet on the high 
card, with a chance to win, and I 
took it.

Commigsioner Hutcheson would 
lop off Miss Blanche Campbell, ele- 
mentary supervisor; Miss Irene 
Beard, primary supervisor; Miss Myra 
Graves, director of physical train- 
ing; Miss Janie Solomon, aseistant 
director: Miss May Hardin, director 
of gardening; Miss Kate Harralson, 
director of music; Miss Ruth Wee- 
gand, assistant director; Mise Char- 


lotte Smith, director of drawing; 
Miss Elise Boylston, assistant di- 
rector; W. C. Lowe, director of pen- 
manship; A. T. Osborn, director of 
vocational uldance, and Naomi

Beckoned by Death, 


Eugene Black Will Have 
the Opening and Closing, 
and Five Attorneys Will 
Defend Officers. 


COUNCILMAN MARTIN _— 
ASSAILS JOE EWING 


Closing Scenes of Inves- 

tigation Is Marked by 
Dramatic Denunciation 
of Attorney. 


Evidence was concluded yesterday 
afternoon in the investigation of the 
police department by a special com- 
mittee of Atlanta's city council aft- 
er it had dragged its weary way 
along for more than five weeks. An- 
nouncement was made that argu- 
ments would be opened this after- 
noon at 2 o'clock, when Eugene R, 
Black, counsel for the citizens com- 
mittee, that has been pushing the 
charges, brought by Solicitor-Gen- 
eral John A. Boykin against the po- 
lice and detective departments will 
make his first address. 

It was agreed between counsel 
that Mr. Black will also have the 
privilege of closing, while in be- 
tween Judge J. K. Hines will speak 
in behalf of Chief of Detectives La- 
mar Poole, Robert T. Jones for De- 
tective Lieutenant A. D. Shaw, Her- 
bert Clay for Detective Lieutenant 
Robert L. Waggoner, H. A. Allen for 
Detective W. L. Payne and Harvey 
Hill for Councilman Al Martin: 

Ewing in Demand. 

The closing scenes of the investi- 
gation were marked by a dramatic 
denunciation of J. O. Ewing by Coun- 
cilman Martin. Martin had taken 
the stand in his own behalf and be- 
ginning with a recital of his con- 
nection with Floyd Woodward, in 
whose character he declared he had 
been deceived, he took up the va- 
rious charges of aiding Woodward 
in his various schemes that have 
been brought against him. 

When he reached that part of his 


cusations brought by the whisky 
runner, Henry Smith that he had 
furnished the councilman’ with 
quantities of whisky under police 
protection, Martin asserted that 
‘there was not a seintilla of truth 
lin any of the accusationg and that 
the charges were the result of a 
conspiracy hatched up by Joe Ew- 
ing. 

“I don’t know what sort of wit- 
nesses he will bring up against me 
next,” said the witness. “He is 
so conscienceless that he can dig up 
somebody to swear to anything 
about anybody.

Sims Raps for Order. 

Chairman Sims rapped for order 
and warned Martin against the use 
of intemperate language. Martin 
was in tears. “I apologize to the 
committee,” he said. “I let my 
feelings get the better of me. I 
did not mean to be disrespectful, 
but when I think of the suffering 
that phis man has caused my people 
by his trumped up testimony my 
tongue gets the better of my judge- 
ment. I repeat, I'm sorry for break- 
ing out this way, particularly sorry 
because I’ve perhaps embarrassed 
Mr. Black, who has conducted the 
prosecution of this case on such a 
high plane that I’d hate for him 
to think I couldn’t meet him on 
the same ground.” Mr. Black bow- 
ed his acknowledgement. 

In the final phases of the case, 
Mr. Black called on Chief Beavers 
for a police rule book.

We 
talked about hunting on one occa- 
sion, and I took himonahunt with 
me. He later borrowed my_gun and

So 
he took me by the arm and took me 
into a jewelry store. He insisted 
on buying me a watch, saying I had 
been extremely generous to him. I 
showed it to the board of fire com- 
missioners and told them Woodward 
had given me the watch. One of 
the fire commissioners told me 
Floyd Woodward was the man who 
killed Ed Mills, and that was the 
first [ had Known about him. ° 

“Floyd became a friend of mine. 
I didn’t ask much about him or his 
business, but I liked him. He be- 
gan to hang around my cafe more 
and more. I’ve seen him convers- 
ing with some of the best citizens 
of Atlanta, and there never was 
anything secretive about his talks. 

“I was hunting in Florida when 
Mr. Boykin raided Woodward's place 
at 491-2 Central avenue. A man 
whose name I think is Farman 
te.tified and insinuated that I tipped 
Floyd about the raid. I was not 
in the city at that time at all. I 
never knew Floyd had a gambling 
place on Central avenue, and I never 
have been there. The only place I 
ever went with Woodward was one 
hunting trip, and I would go hunt- 
ing with a negro if he liked it as 
much as I.” 

Tells of Federal Agent. 


Referring to the whisky business, 
he said insinuations had been made 
for four years that he sold whisky, 
aud the only explanation was an en- 
counter with a federal agent. 

“One afternoon during the war I 
was accosted by a Mr. Bailey, who 
said there were six cases of White 
Rock addressed to me. He said he 
was a department of justice agent. 
He had found some fine whisky 
packed in the White Rock cases. I 
disclaimed all. knowledge of the 
thing. 

“I learned of a courthouse em- 
loyee who, while drunk, told a lreu- 
tenant of his cute trick in getting 
the whisky and sending it in my 
mame, The lieutenant reported it, 
and I was cleared. From that day 
on to this date I have been accused 
of selling whisky. 

“I never saw this man Henry 
Smith before he testified, so help 
me God. If I had handled liquor, I 
have enough enemies to put me so 
far back in jail that I could not 
get a postcard to the front door.” 

“Joe Ewing is so crooked that 
when he dies they’ll have to screw 
him into the ground,” he began, and 
was cut short by Chairman Sims, 
whereupon Al Martin apologized. 

“Finch came Sunday night,” he 
continued,” while I was reading an 
editorial about myself in The Con- 
Stitution. Il took a gun and went 
to meet Finch at the door. He 
looked pretty tough. I called Har- 
vey Hill and asked him about get- 
ting an affidavit from Finch. Sig 
Eitelbaum, in Mr. Hill's office, got 
an affidavit from Finch that night.” 

Mr. Martin recountered his talk 
with Walter Knight, in which 
Knight told him the story of Joe 
Ewing's visit, the account being the 
Same as that testified to by Knight 
Tuesday evening. 


Meets “Dutch” Cook. 


“At the Elks’ initiation at the 
Auditorium I met “Dutch” Cook and 
offered to pay his expenses to go to 
Birmingham and try to get the let- 
ter which the little Smith girl said 
Ewing had dictated, and which 
Henry Smith’s father sent to Henry. 
On his return, Cook said he was 
immediately called to the grand jury, 
and it was clear that someone knew 
all about the thing.. Dutch said 
Henry told him he hadn't received 
the letter.” 

“Dutch and I had gone to the 
Smith house before he went to Bir- 
mingham. We wanted to see George 
Smith, the father, who was out. 1 
asked Mrs. Smith if Henry would 
Swear to a lie, and she replied that 
he was not raised that way. That 
was all that was sald. and we were 
not there more than seven minutes.” 

His position as ex-officio mem- 
ber of the police board the good 
and inexpensive food at his cafe, 
and its convenience to the court- 
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house, were explained by Al Martin 
as the reason why detectives ate so 
much at his cafe. 

“Johnson testified about the: de- 
tective table,” he said. “That table 
was put there after this bunco probe 
began, because business picked up 
when my name was mentioned so 
much in this business. Johnson was 
not working for me when the table 
was placedinthe window, which he 
described as the detective table. 

“Johnson was vindictive, because 
I fired him for nearly slapping the 
head off a 14-year-old orphan boy 
whom I was trying to help along.” 

Martin testified that he paid De- 
tective Payne more than $150 for the 
use of Payne’s auto for funeral 
purposes. 

He said a man from East Lake 
wanted him to put some drafts 
through the Atlanta National banx 
for him, and the witness asked 
Frank Berry about it,«who warned 
him not to do it, as it looked crook- 
ed. The deal- was not put through. 
Martin said he did not know who 
the man was. : 

On questions from Attorney Black, 
Al Martin said Woodward never 
gave him a phonograph, and the sub- 
ject was never discussed. 

‘ Gives Martin a Letter. 

Joe Ewing gave Martin a letter 
from Henry Smith's sister, which in- 
troduced Ewing to Henry as “the 
man who has kept you out of the 
chaingang,.” and asked Henry to tell 
Ewing “the truth about Al Martin. 
Ewing asked Martin to check up on 
the letter. A lively tilt between 
Martin and Ewing was commencing 
when Chairman Sims rapped ,for 
order. The letter was admitted to 
the records. . 

Deputy Sheriff McNair testified 
as to raiding Nat McWhorter’s place 
after having been informed of 
shipments being, received, and find- 
ing nothing. He also testified that 
with government, county and city 
officers working, no one officer 
could furnish protection for a boot- 
legger. 

“Do you see how it is possible 
for a man to deliver 200 to 300 
gallons of liquor a week for two 
years and escape arrest?” asked 
Mr. Black. 

“tT do not,” said McNair. 

Hooper Alexander, United States 
district attorney, was called. He 
testified that in connection with his 
investigation he had _ requested 
of Warden Zerbst that Bert Donald- 
son be permitted to examine the 
penitentiary records and that 
Zerbst had refused on the ground 
that he doubted the propriety of 
permitting Donaldson, an ex-inmate 
to examine the records. Mr. Alex- 
ander then declared that though 
Donaldson has been a criminal he 
believed that he is a reformed man. 


Carpenter on Stand. 


W. Paul Carpenter, assistant 
United States attorney, said War- 
den Zerbst telephoned to him about 
Donaldson. 

“I thought Bert Donaldson was 
a postoffice inspector,” he testified. 
“When Mr. Zerbst said Donaldson 
had been an inmate of the prison, 
I warned him not to let him see the 
records until Mr. Alexander could 
be asked about it.” 

Carpenter asked for Ewing to be 
present to hear him testify. He 
identified a photograph of Ewing, 

“T showed this picture to Henry 
Rehard,” he said. “I never knew 
about a former affidavit in which 
Rehard said he had this picture 
before him, and that it was a like- 
ness of Rainey, who fleeced him, 
Soon after, Chief Poole and his 
brother Ernest told me of the Re- 
hard affidavit, and told me to see 
Rehard, because it was etated that 
Ewing’s picture was substituted by 
Ernest Poole. They wanted me to 
ascertain that pictures had not been 
switched, as claimed.” 

“I asked Ernest Poole about it, 
and he swore on his honor that he 
had not eubstituted pictures, and 
that Ewing’s picture was the one he 
had shown Rehard. Pomerene, Re- 
hard’s attorney, identified the pic- 
ture as the one Rehard had been 
shown.

Englett on Stand. 

W. E. Engilett, a city police offi- 
cer, took the stand, and denied ever 
seeing liquor sold while he was on 
the Courtland etreet beat, a year 
ago. 

“On March 20, 1920, Leo Castle- 
bury came down the street with a 
gallon of liquor under hig coat,” 
he said. “Mr. Maffet, of the At- 
lantic Ice and Coal Co. saw me 
arrest him. Leo made a $200 bond 
in a few minutes and was released. 
Judge Calhoun later fined Leo $75 
and costs.” 

“Maffet remarked to me that he 
did not see how the negro came 
back go quickly. I saw Leo come 
back. Maffet testified he returned 
with a bucket, but I 6aw him come 
— and he didn’t have any buc- 

et.” 

He impeached Maffet'’s testimony 
regarding conditions of drunkenness 


sO prevalent that intoxicated men 
were “‘wheelbarrowed out of the 
way.” 

Officer J. C. Swiney was on the 
Courtland etreet beat in November, 
1920, he testified. He supported 
Officer Englett regarding condi- 
tions under the viaduct. 

Chief Beavers was called by Judge 
Hines, and said Maffet and Mr. Jack- 
son, the chief’s brother-in-law, re- 
ported conditions on Courtland street 
about the first of this year. He 
didn’t recall any names, except that 
Nat McWhorter was mentioned as 
the directing mind. That afternoon, 
he said, he ordered a raid by de- 
tectives, and Mosely, a detective,.re- 
ported finding many whisky cans, 
but no whisky. Maffet and Jackson 
came some days later to report 
again, and Chief Beavers ordered two 
plain clothes men to stay around 
until they got evidence, which war- 
rantéd breaking up Nat's place. 

“It resulted in Nat's arrest, on 
$5,000 bond,” he said. “Whisky was 
found in a phonograph. I immedi- 
ately asked the city council to re- 
voke the license. Nat was bound 
over.” 

Chief Beavers said that Payne 
and West did not use automobiles 
markéd “City of Atlanta.” and could 
not use city nr 3 outside of hours 
of duty. m 

Reading frofm the police rule 
book, Mr. Black quoted that the po- 
lice board is above the chief of po- 
lice in authority. 

“I don’t agree with that,” said 
Mr. Black. “You should not have 
anyone over you, while you are chief 
of police.” 

Telegram Introduced. 


Attorney Ewing introduced a tele- 
gram from Rehard’s attorney, War- 
ner W. Pomerene, that he would be 
down in Atlanta on Friday. 

Lieutenant T. H. Lindsey, of the 
city police, was called. He was 
shown copies of the “Martin, alias 
O’Brien” telegrams from Florida, 
and said he examined police files 
and asked the solicitor’s office for 
an O’Brien indictment, and did not 
find it. He did not recall the par- 
ticular case, but was certain that 
he followed the usual routine in the 
matter. He said he could not find 
the originals of the telegrams, de- 
spite a diligent search. 

Questions by Councilman Good- 
hart brought out that Lindsey an- 
swered the telegram by stating no 
charge was held against O’Brien, 
without consulting Chief Beavers or 
Chief Poole. Chief Beavers had had 
correspondence with Florida offi- 
cials concerning O’Brien. The mes- 
sage, Mr. Goodhart brought out, 
ought to have prompted the witness 
to ask Chief Beavers and Chief Poole 
before answering it. 

Philip Weltner, attorney in the 
Henry Reid case, testified that after 
the first verdict he met Ewing in the 
courthouse and Ewing had remarked 
in a “clownish sort of way,” that he 
(Weltner) had better pay him some- 
thing “to relievé my blood pressure.”

Detective Payne took the stand 
and declared that he had never seen 
Henry Smith’ before he took the 
stand in the present inquiry. 

His testimony was corroborated by 
Detective West. 

Officer Wallace, who was on the 
Nat McWhorter beat, denied the 
prevalence of drunkenness there to 
the extent as described by Maffet. 
“All the drunks I saw I locked up,” 
he testified.

“Events which cannot be foreseen 
must determine the future group- 
ings of nations. The world’s fu- 
ture, and especially that of Europe, 
will be determined by old or new 
friendships.” 

Thus spoke the prime minister in 
one passage, and again he referred 
to France directly in saying, “Those 
who treat the treaty with impunity 
may not have long to live to regret 
their hot-headedness.” 


Reveals Bitter Might. 


He revealed some secret history 
of the Mast London council of the 
entente premiers—the bitter fight 
between himself and the Italian 
premier on one side against Briand 
on the other, which arose out of 
the desire of Great Britain and Italy 
to settle then and finally the boun- 
daries of upper Silesia, 

“The British government was 
anxious to settle the division of Si- 
lesia at London,” he said. “All the 
facts at the disposal of the plehe- 
scite commission were to hand. 
However, not all the allies were 
prepared for a discussion.” 

Henceforth, in view of what has 
transpired, the premier will be loath 
to meet Briand in star-chamber sese 
sions, preferring full meetings in 
the open. He is showing evidence 
of impatience with France’s pecu- 
liarities and-it is predicted that he 
will not consent to further procras- 
tination or compromise. 

The United States, it is under- 
stood, has been-urged to take ac- 
tive and whole-hearted participation 
in future conferences. This would 
strengthen the arguments of Great 
Britain and Italy and also impress 
Germany with the necessity of keep- 
ing her dealings with the allies 
on a bedrock foundation. The re- 
cent invitation to the United States 
to participate fully in the delibera- 
tions and conclusions of the su- 
preme council probably will be re- 
peated. 


AMERICA AVOIDS 
SILESIAN TANGLE. 

Washington, May 18.—The United 
States government, in an official 
note to Poland, has further empha- 
sized its decision to maintain a 
hands-off policy on questions of 
strictly European concern. 

George Harvey, United States am- 
bassador to Great Britain, while he 
may sit in as an “observer” at the 
allied supreme council meeting to 
discuss the Silesian situation, will 
in 'no way participate in its deci- 
sions, it may be said. This attitude, 
forcast by the United News, will 
undergo change only in event that 
the Silesian turmoll threatened to 
precipitate a situation vitally af- 
fecting the United States. 

The American position was drawn 
into official explanation by a re- 
quest of Poland for American sup- 
port of its contentions in Silesia, 
Secretary of State Hughes, in re- 
ply, declares that “the settlement 
of such boundarv disputes as artse 
in the matter under consideration is 
a matter of European concern” 
which, under the “traditional policy 
of the United States.” this govern- 
ment cannot become involved. 

In Perfect Accord, 

The Hughes note further tends to 
confirm the belief of diplomats and 
officials, reported in these dis- 
patches, that Hughes and Lloyd- 
George are in perfect understanding 
and accord in attempting to squelch 
militaristic diplomacy in continental 
Europe. 

At the time Lloyd-George uttered 
his dramatic challenge to France on 
the Silesian question it was pointed 
out in official and diplomatic quar- 
ters here that the British premier's 
speech followed immediately upon 
the heels of declarations By Ameri- 
can spokesmen that the United 
States would not involve’ itself in 
the Silesian matter. 


SUPREME COUNCIL 
MAY BE DELAYED. 

London, May 18.—(Bv the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—It is possible that 
the meeting of the supreme coun- 
cil to consider the question of Upe 
per Silesia may be postponed a few 
days beyond the week-end, chiefly 
due to the shortness of the interva) 
between. the assembly tomorrow 
of the French parliament, before 
which Premier Briard will make an 
important speech, and the tentative 
date for the council conference. 

If the summoning of the council 
is delayed, a meeting between Pre- 
mier Lloyd George and Briand fer 
informal conversation {s not un- 
likely. Mr. Lloyd George plans to 
spend the week-end aé€ the eéa 
coast in event the council does not 
meet, and this has given rise to the 
report that he will invite B. Briand 
to confer with him at Lympne on 
Saturday or Sunday.

conditions and take the steps neces-

people.” the governor eaid in his 


original statement. 

Every case designated by the 
chief executive was based on sign- 
ed letters or reports to sustain the 
charges, he stated, and this evidence 
is open ae the first step to eradi- 
cate the conditions. It is much bet- 
ter for the people to face the array 
of evidence and strive to better the 
situation than to criticise when it 
is known the charges are true, he 
declared. 

Complete Statement. 

The governor’s complete 
ment follows: 

“To the People of Georgia: 

“Hon. Samuel L. Olive, président 
of the senate. is correct in saying: 
The governor states that the negro 
has been lyrched and cites five 
cases.” 

“Nothing could better illustrate 
the moderation of the statement 
made bh- me with reference to the 
treatment of the negro in Geor- 
gia. While I mentioned only five 
cases, since 1885 mobs in: Georgia 
have shot, hanged, burned gr drown- 
ed 415 negroes, some of them wo- 
men. Since these figures were com- 
piled, in the last sixty days a mob 
has taken a helpless old negro wo- 
man from her home and drowned 
her by night. 

“The senator is mistaken in Ssay- 
ing that the Case No. 5. the burning 
of a negro by slow fire while a 
mob of 3.000 looked on, occurred 
in Oglethorpe county. That was 
another negro burned, not mention- 
ed by me, but called to the attention 
of the public by the senator. 

‘In neither of these cases, men 
burning human beings, nor in any 
one of the 413 other cases, has a 
member of the lyching mob been 
punished in Georgia. 

“Judge Adams Speaks.” 

“Hon. Samuel] B. Adams, of Sa- 
vannah, a former member of our 
supreme court, in speaking before 
me aera Bar association in 1916, 
said: 
“‘Lawlessness is the crime of 
crimes, the evil of evils. Lawless- 
ness, in its full fruition is anar- 
chy, and anarchy ts the culmination 
of all woes, the last possibility of 
the powers of darkness. 

“‘There is one form of lawless- 
ness in which Georgia has a ‘bad 
eminence.’ I refer to lynching. We 
may get along in some fashion, not- 
withstanding the frequent infrac- 
tions of the penal law, but as long 
as lynching is common, and is con- 
demned by the public conscience 
and the public sentiment, we are 
dangerously near anarchy. Lynch- 
ing is inherently vicious. It strikes 
at the foundations of law, govern- 
ment and society; it ‘puts the Jaw 
to open shame;’ it is defiant of al 
law and all authority. Lynchers 
commit a greater crime than their 
victims, 
offense. 

“Women Lynched.” 

“The published statistics, accept- 
ed generally as reliable, show that 
last year there were sixty-nine 
lynching, fifty-five were negroes 
and fourteen were white people. 
This is six more negroes and eleven 
more whites than were put to death 
by mobs in 1914. Included in the 
record are three women. 

“In not less than four cases, it 
was demonstrated after the lynch- 
ing, that the persons put to death 
were innocent of the offenses 
charged. Eighteen of the lynchings 
of 1915, or more than one-fourth 
of the total number occured in the 
stat of Georgia. The bulk of 
those unlawfully put to death were 
negroes; I believe all except one. 

“Only 15 per cent of the total 
number lynched in the United States 
were charged with the unspeakable 
crime. A number of the cases in- 
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no matter how great his-

volved only charges of misdemean-, “creeping.” 


or, or offense’ which at most would 
be trifling. 


“Suppresing Facts Mistake.” 

“All good citizens deplore our dis- 
graceful record. 

“The question as to what is the 
remedy is not easily answered. It 
certainly does not lie in the de- 
nial, or suppression, or ignoring of 
the facts. 

“Insists that it is the part of not 
only of honesty, but of wisdom, to 
look the facts squarely in the face, 
impress all people with their ex- 
treme gravity and the great evil 
to the state, not only as to its 
higher interests, but also as to its 
material and business interests, and 
@ persistent, uncompromising effort 
to stop the evil. 

“It does no good for the newspa- 
pers to say that we are no worse 
than the people vf other sections. 
This statement is not correct, so far 
as this form of lawlessness is con- 
cerned, because our record is ex- 
ceptionally bad, and a Georgian has 
special reason to feel humiliated. 

Judiciary Not Attdeked.” 


““Senator Olive says: 

“*The governor cannot and will 
not name one judge in Georgia, who 
is not faithful to his trust.’ 

“Fortunately, a copy of my state- 
ment has been mailed to every judge 
in Georgia. Therefore the judges of 
the state are aware that Senator 
Olive has no cause for making such 
But in order that the 
public may understand how base- 
less that suggestion is, I direct at- 
tention to the fact that Judge An- 
drew J. Cobb, another former mem- 
ber of the supreme court, was one 
of the thirty-nine - gentlemen to 
whom I1 submitted my statement, 
and Judge Cobb is one of the 
thirty-nine who signed the resolu- 
tions indorsing the statement, and 
who gave it to the public. 

“Judge Commenes Statement.” 

“How other judges regard it is 
shown by a letter from a judge of 
the superior court, who says: 

“*T have received the pamphlet, 
“As to the Négro in Georgia,” and 
desi-e to thank you most earnestly. 
not only for sending me a copy but 
for the compiling of the bulletin. 
It is very likely that you have stuck 
the bow of the ship of state into 
a wasp’s nest, and that there will 
be more or less buzzing of enraged 
insects for some time to come, but 
in the long run much good will have 
been accomplished.’ 

“I love our southern people, many 
of thejr faults (and I have most of 
them) appeal to me. Generally 
speaking, they have a strong reli- 
gious instinct and inclination to the 
high things of life—are generous, 
but proud and ‘high-strung.’ 

“They bitterly resent criticism of 
any kind or intimation of failure in 
the performance of duty on their 
part, They will, however, after the 
passing of the storm of bitter de- 
nials and resentments, proceed to 
look the situation over for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining just how much 
truth there is in the charges. 

“In this case they will find much, 
and they will in the course of time 
in great measure rectify the wrongs 
pointed out or complained of. Every 
southern man who will face facts 
knowsg that the negro is not treated 
with that justice which should char- 
acterize our dealings with this race 
of people who are, in a great meas- 
ure, the wards of the Caucasian. 
Some localities have conditions much 
worse than others, but none are en- 
tirelv free from the taint of wrong- 
doing. 

“Tt Is possible that vour Investi- 
gators have made mistakes. Most 
certainly they have if you were 
forced, as doubtless you were, to 
use just plain human investigators, 
but I know, and every\ one else 
knows, that the bulk of your infor- 
mation is true, and that bitter de- 
nials, though in a few cases justi- 
fied, will not serve to impugn your 
motives or impair the value of the 
document as a whole.

So this disease of law- 
lessness, so far as treatment of the 
negro in the south is concerned, is 
a “creeping” social disease. It starts 
with insignificant and seemingly 
unimportant symptoms. The denial 
of justice in a few small things and 
the commission of wrongs -against 
them which do not amount to much. 
within themselevs, but the last stage 
of the creeping malady may bring 
the sufferer to the Jasper county 
farm and in proximity to the chain- 
ed bodies of Yellow river. I am not 
sufficiently informed to place the 
blame on any particular -officer or 
individual. 

“*Far be it from me to state that 
any judge or other. officer of this 
state has connived or winked at or 
actually engaged in the commission 
of any overt act of injustice to any 
negro. What I do mean to’ say is 
that few, if any of us, have by 
word and act done our full duty as 
officers and law abiding citizens 
at all times and under all circum- 
stances. We may be accessories be- 
fore the fact to acts of injustice and 
wrongs through indifference or 
omissions, If I am not mistaken a 
large dose of the sunshine and fresh 
air of* publicity, will do much to 
restrict the spread of, if it does not 
entirely, eradicate, the malady.’ 

“When they have thought the mat- 
ter through, 95 per*cent of the peo- 
ple of Georgia will, I believe, con- 
cur in the judge’s conclusions, be- 
cause 95 per cent of the people of 
our state are law-abiding and hu- 
mane.

“The futility of trying td make It 
appear that the statement is an ex- 
aggeration is apparent from the fact 
that only five cases of lynching are 
included in the ‘135 cases mention- 
ed, When 415 negroes have been 
lynched in Georgia since 1585, and 
no lyncher has yet been punished. 

“Eliminate one, a dozen, or more 
of the causes mentioned by me, 
and the sum total remaining ap- 
palls, when it is recalled that these 
cases have not been collected by 
agents or busybodies, but have come 
to me wholly unsolicited from peo- 
ple who have believed that I, as 
governor, could give relief. 

“Senator Olive charges that my 
reference to peonage le endangering 
labor conditions and adding to the 
difficulties of our already overbur- 
dened farmers. 

“Next to my desire to purge Geor- 
gia of this insufferable blot and to 
protect a helpless people who are 
asking only for justice and mercy, 
the chief incentive causing me to 
place these facts before the people 
of Georgia was the number of 
farms in our etate from which the 
negroes have been driven by ter- 
ror, leaving the farmers helpless to 
plant or handle their crops. 

“While I mentioned only twenty 
cases of possible peonage, I cited 
110 cases of organized lawlessness 
and specific acts of cruelty not 
only calculated to run negroes 
away, but in cases actually causing 
them to flee in terror for their 
lives, leaving their landlords or em- 
ployers without labor. I cited two 
counties in.which not a 6Bingle ne- 
gro remains. 

“As stated by Senator Olive, 80 
per cent of the population of Geor- 
gia live in rural communities, and 
the basis of the wealth of our state 
is agriculture. If the farmer can- 
not get and keep labor, there can 
be no progress for our state. Ex- 
perience has demonstrated that if 
the small percentage of lawleés peo- 
ple in Georgia are permitted to run 
the negro away by senseless cruel- 
ty, they will do so. The time has 
come for the law-abiding among us, 
who constitute the overwhelming 
majority, to put a stop to their 
practices. 

“Spreading Evil.” 

“The letter queted above calls 
attention to the creeping nature of 
this lawlessness. Two of the cases 
cited by me show that already it 
has spread from threatening the 
negro on the farm. One was an in- 
stance of interference with rail- 
road construction because negroes 
were employed. The .other was an 
attempt to dynamite. labor quarters 
in a lumber camp becauge negroes 
were there. 

“Such conditions cannot continue, 
And I cannot but believe that upon 
reflectfon, men such as Senator 
Olive, and my successor in office, 
Governor-elect Hardwick, will see 
the wisdom of dealing with this 
situation in a way to remedy con- 
ditions along the lines suggested 
by me. 

“An attack such as that made by 
Judge W. E. H. Searcy serves only 
to illustrate the difficulties of the 
problem, The attacks’ vividly 
Shows one of the causes for the 
contempt for law and order upon 
the part of the few in Georgia. Such 
language on the part of a judge of 
the superior court directed toward 
a governor of Georgia can only en- 
courage that class, and cause regret 
to those who believe in judicial calm 
and dignity upon thé bench. 

“Such actions upon the part of 
the judge only strengthen my origi- 
nal conclusiong with reference to 
the unfortunate instance desrcibea 
as cases 121 to 123, county No. 21, 
and confirm the wisdom of my 
course in withholding the names 
of the citizens who gave the facts, 
as they believed them, to the inves- 
tigator who reported to me. 

“The publicity which has come 
to that county and to Judge Searcy’s 
court was caused by himself and not 
by me. It is regretted, not because 
of the judge, but because, as 1 said 
in my orisina! statement: ‘I have 
withheld che names of counties and 
individuals, because I 4d not ‘le- 
sire to give harmful publicity to 
these counties, when I am convinced 
that, even in the counties where 
these outrages are said to have or- 
curred, the better element in those 
counties and the whole state, who 
constitute the maicrity of our peo- 
ple. will ceorlemn euch conditions 
and take the step3 recessary 
correce them, when they se2 
realize the stagsering sum total of 
such cases. Whicn, while seemingly 
cvnfined tc a small minority of our 
counties, yet bring Gisgrace an? ob- 
loquy u*on the state as a whole, 


'and upon the entire southern peo- 


ple. 
Evidence to Sustain. 

“In every case mentioned by me, 
I have signed letters or reporis to 
sustain the charges made. This evi- 
denege is at all times spen to the 
gemtlemen in whose hands I place 
my statement and who wave that 
Statement, not to the outs.de worid, 
but to the newsparers of Georzia, 
the clergy of the state. the mem- 
bers of the genera! assembly, the 
sheriffs and judges >f the state, as 
the first step in an effort to put 
a stop to evils. which even those 
who question the wisdom of the 
publication of the facis, admit exist 
in a greater or less degree. 

‘The wisdom of their action in 
so handling the statement fas ween 
demonstrated by the ‘act that Lhe 
press outside of Georgia and thuse 
who are only too fund of trying to 
attack us where the yroolem of the 
negro is concerned, have united in 
praise gf the determination of Geor- 
gia to make an end of conditions 
which all deplore. Georgia nas been 
cited as an example to the rest of 
the south and the world in dealing 
with this problem in a constructive 
manner. 

“Surely, it shall not be = said 
either for political reasons or for 
other causes, that any but a pitiavle 
minority in Georgia resent the idea 
of giving justice and mercy to 4@ 
race which is wholly xt our mercy. 

“as I have before stated, I shall! 
not be drawn into a controversy 


' over any individual case, but I place 
the facts before you, the people of 


Georgi to whom alone I owe an 
moe ary of my actions, and I do 
this with the supreme confidence 
that you, like those of your fellow 
citizens with whom I confcrred be- 
fore acting, will sustain me in my 
appeal te those who iove justice, 
mercy and the name of Georgia, and 
they constitute 95 per cent of the

STATE ARN BUREAU 
DEFENDS POSITION 


R. A. Kelley, president of the 
Georgia Farm Bureau federation 
Wednesday issued the following 
Statement in reply to a communi- 
cation given out by Lem B, Jackson, 
director of the state bureau of mar- 
kets, and a statement by J. J. Brown, 
commissioner of agriculture. 

My attention has been called to a com- 
munication by L. B. Jackson in reply to 
a resolution of the Georgia farm bureau 
asking that the legislature transfer the 
bureau of markets to the College of Ag- 
riculture, whereby saving the state in this 
oue particular aproximately $50,000 per 
annum, and incidentally the embarrassment 
of Mr. Jackson af suplementing this fund 
br asking these taxpayers to personally 
subscribe additional funds, amounts  un- 
known. 

Hard times are with us and the farmers 
of the state need some relief and it is 
necessary to economize everywhere prac- 
ticable, and we think the support of the 
bureau of markets is a useless expenditure 
and this amount could be saved to th: 
taxpayers and still have a more efficient 
service rendered the state by the college 
and its corps of trained market experts 
than by the present bureau of markets, that 
is rendering practically no service so far 
as the average farmer knows, other than 
the issuance of the marketing bulletin, 


which should and would be continued by 
the college as a clean markct bulletin with 
advertising and news items left out.” 

We think this is the only state where 
& newspaper is published by the state 
bureau of markets with the market fea- 
ture a sideline only. 

Attack on Bureau. 

This article of Mr. Jackson’s ig not s0 
much a defense of the bureau of markets 
as it is a tirade on the Georgia Farm 
Kkureau Federation and Dr. Soule, presi- 
dent of the College of Agriculture. Dr. 
Soule is an excellent gentleman of high 
character and training and is doing a 
splendid work at the college and through- 
out the state for agriculture and for the 
farmers. He and the college are working 
hard to do active, intelligent and constrne- 
tive work. The College of Agriculture and 
Dr. Sonle can take care of themselves 
and need no defense by me from such 
petty and foolish attacks. 

The farm bureau is a farmers’ organ- 
ization, organized to encourage and _ pro- 
mote co-operation of all agricnuitural in- 
terests in every effort to improve facill- 
ties and conditions for the economic and 
efficient protection, conservation, market- 
ing, transportation and distribution of farm 
products, and is independent of any other 
orcanization or inatitution. Its polices are 
shaped and cirected by an adyisory board, 
composed of two members from each of the 
congressional districts, a man and a woman 
who are active bona fide farmers. and *&

CUT IN GAS RATE 
IN NEW YORK MAY 
AFFECT ATLANTA 


Following the announcement that 
the Consolidated Gas company, of 
New York, had reduced its rates 
of $1.50 to $1.25, there was consid- 
erable discussion in Atlanta Wed- 
nesday as to whether the _§ state 
railroad commission would reduce 
the present gas rates of the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company, 
allow the rates to stand, or order 
a hearing of new evidence which 
would show the conditions under 
which the corporation is now vuper- 
atine. 

Those discussing the subject, ex- 
pressed the opinion that if the 
board took any action it would be 
in June or July. The present gas 
rates 6f the corporation are $1.90 
in the city and $2 in the suburbs, 
and the commission will receive 
May 20 a report showing the re- 
ceipts of the company for April, 
the first month it operated under 
the increase. 


Awaiting Reports. 


Chairman Murphey Candler, of 
the commission, is ‘now examining 
reports submitted by E. M. Price, 
rate expert of the board; auditors 
and appraisers, who recently Inves- 
tigated the gas company’s plant. 
Mr. Price recently visited the coal 
fields and ascertained the market- 
ing conditions facing the corpora- 
tions. 

Preston Arkwright, president of 
the Georgia Railway and Power 
company, in discussing the proposed 
reduction in rates, said: 

“There is nothing of that sort 
in contemplation,” he replied. 
“I would like to make {ft plain that 
we hope earnestly that the trend 
of materials and other factors in 
our produ®&t will allow us eventual- 
ly to reduce the price of gas; but 
the situation now is indefinite, and 


‘the time at which any reduction can 


be made is equally indefinite. 
“Hardly a Fair Test.” 
“One month and the first month 


at that, is hardly a fair test,” he 
said. “It also should be borne in 


| mind that as the increase in the 


price of gas lagged behind the in- 


‘crease in its cost of production, so 


there may reasonably be expected 
a certain lagging as the prices of 
materials decrease. Thefe is a cer- 
tain amount of ‘slack’ to be taken 
up. whichever way the trend is.” 
Mr. Arkwright said the company 
had no contracts for coal] and oil. 
“We buy on the market,” he said.

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FOR DISARMAMENT. 
Announcement that the naval 
-appropriations bill as it will be 
voted upon by the senate will in- 
clude an amendment providing for 
the opening of negotiaticns with 
the other nations looking to a pro- 
gram of world disarmament will 
undoubtedly be received with 
gratification the world over. 

The indications are that even 
the most determined “prepared- 
ness” enthusiasts in both houses of 
congress will discontinue their 
fight against this amendment, and 
that the bill will be enacted sub- 
stantially in its present form. 

Especially will this amendment 
meet the hearty appreval and sup- 
port of the mothers of America, 
for it is significant of a movement 
toward the end of war; and it is 
the mothers of men who realize, 
more forcefully than any other 
element of the people, what war 
really means! 

Statisticians tell us that of every 
dollar the American people pay 
into the federal treasury only 
about three cents are applied to a 
constructive purpose, the rest go- 
ing to meet the financial burdens 
imposed by war—past or pros- 
pective! 

And the people of other nations 
are likewise burdened even to a 
greater extent than are the citi- 
zens of this country. 

Just now the expenditures in 
preparations for war possibilities 
are pyramiding at a rate that if 
not checked, will eventually eras 
rupt the world! 

And this, too, just after the 
close of a war which, from the 
American point of view, «t least, 
was a war to end war! 

Of course, it would be impracti- 
cable and unwise, if not fatal, for 
the United States to attempt to 
disarm while the other world pow- 
ers are going ahead building bat- 
tleships and equipping new armies, 
as practically all of them are now 
doing. 

But it is altogether safe, timely, 
honorable and appropriate for this 
nation to be the first to move in 
that direction by suggesting a 
world conference with universal 
disarmament in view. 

That is reaily what this amend- 
ment to the naval appropriation 
bill amounts to; and it is to be 
hoped that it will be permitted to 
remain in the act, and that it will 
prove to be the first official and 
legal step toward disarmament 
and—universal peace!

Washington, May 17.—(Special.) 
“Renewed and continued prosperity 
will result from revision downward 
of the taxes and the expenses of the 
government,” C. C. Hanch, chairman 
of the taxation committee, National 
Automobile Chamber of Commerce, 
speaking before he senate finance 
committee, will say tomorrow. 

“Normal consuming abilities can 
only be restored by adjusting econ- 
omies and removal of improper bur- 
dens from all. The government can 
be operated on a $3,000,000,00 basis. 
This ——s #1,000-000.000 for inter- 
est on @e war debt, and doubles the 
$1,000,000,000 pre-war budget to 
make allowance for increased costs.” 

“The heaviest burden bearer of 
the present tax load is the auto- 
mobile indfstry,” George M. Gra- 
ham, member of the motor truck 
committee, National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, will state 
at the same hearing. 

The motor car and motor truck 
not only pay the normal taxes levied 
upon all industries, but also special 
additional federal taxes on sales of 
complete units and parts, as well as 
special state license and registra- 
tion fees.

The motor truck is the farmer's 
private short-haul transportation 
line which hauls his goods directly 
to the market or to the railroad 
terminal. 

Five million head of live stock 
were hauled to market by motor 
truck during the past year. 

The definite need which the truck 
is filling in agricultural sections is 
indicated by the fact that Iowa reg- 
istered 29,800 motor trucks during 
the year 1920, an increase of 110 per 
cent over the preceding year. 

The importance of the passenger 
car is fully as great to the farmer. 
Thirty-three per cent of all passen- 
ger cars are registered in communi- 
ties having less than one thousand 
inhabitants. 

The pabsenger car and_ truck, 
moreover, Graham will say, are 
meeting a nation-wide public need. 
being one of the main avenues of 
transportation. Four billion, nine 
hundred million persons were car- 
ried by motor cars during the past 
year, or four times the traffic on 
Steam railroads. 

One billion two hundred million 
tons of freight were carried by 
motor trucks, or half the amount 
carried by the steam rail lines. 

In reality, can we realize what it 
all means to our national life? Just 
as well begin to take notice, pde-' 
lieve me!

According to official government 
reports, there are large numbers of 
motor trucks in storage at Camp 
Gordon and Camp Jesup, near At- 
lanta, “literally rotting from want 
of attention.” 

How true the last paragraph is, I 
don’t know. 

I do know that Georgia needs 
these trucks in her scheme of high- 
way construction, and if this gov- 
ernment is broader than a two-by- 
four, Georgia will get them for use 
in her program of federal road con 
struction. ‘ 

It must be recalled that the pol- 
icy under the administration of Mr. 
Wilson was to turn these, and all 
other road machinery, over to the 
states, according to federal road 
mileage, without cost, and to thus 
stop dealers from profiteering at 
the expense of the government in 
the handling of this and other ma- 
chinery. 

To illustrate— 

At a recent public auction sale at 
Jeffersonville, Ind., by the war de- 
partment, trucks which cost. $4,000 
each brought as low as $35 each, and 
$950 each at the highest. Roadsters 
which cost $1,200 each brought an 
average of only $75 each. 

At the same sale, one-and-a-half- 
ton trucks, which cost $3,500 each, 
brought at the lowest $26 each, and 
at the highest $530 each. Five-and- 
a-half-ton trucks, which cost $5,000 
each, brought at the lowest $650 
each, and at the highest but $1,200. 

Similar sales at Camp Jesup, Ga., 
and at Camp Normoyle, Texas, real- 
ized low prices, with motorcycles 
selling for an average of $12 each 
at Camp Jesup and for an avérage 
of $6 each at Camp Normoyle, al- 
though they cost $300 each. Light 
delivery trucks brought as low as 
$24 each, although they had cost 
$1,200 each. 

The point is— 

Stop trying to beat the govern- 
ment and get down to brass tacks! 

Let these trucks, motorcycles, 
tractors, etc. go to the highway 
department for road construction, 
and then everyobdy gets the bene- 
fit—and in its final analysis, that 


is the highest ideal of a republican 
government.

The air mail service was three 
years Old May 15. During the past 
year it had a general average -per- 
formance of 78 per cent of trips 
completed and 83 per cent of miles 
completed... Its best general month- 
ly average performance was 95 per 
cent, in July, 1920. 

It hada general average perform- 
ance of $0 per cent of trips com- 
pleted during April, 1921, when the 
very worst weather of the year pre- 
vailed. Violent snow storms over 
the Rocky mountain district, and 
dense fogs and cloudy conditions 
were encountered during that month 
over the eastern portion of the air 
mail routes. 

The New York-Washington route 
has completed its eighth consecu- 
tive week with 100 per cent per- 
formance. 

During the past year the service 
has covered 1,313,379 miles with 
mail. {t carried 1,015,053 pounds of 
mail, which amounted to 40,602,130 
letters. The cost of its operation 
for the year, with April estimated, 
was $1,342,362.67. The average cost 
per mile was $1.02. 

The routes now in operation are 
the transcontinental route from New 
York to San Francisco via Cleve- 
land, Chicago, Omaha, Cheyenne, 
Salt Lake and Reno. A route from 
Chicago to Minneapolis; another 
route from Chicago to St. Louis, and 
the route from Washington to New 
York. : The Washington-Atlanta 
route will probably be installed this 
coming summer. It is so believed.

| A FILLING IN TIME. 


The baby teeth must be Kept 
sound if good, regular, sound, pere 
manent teeth are desired. It is 


cruelty to permit a young child’s 
teeth to decay or to neglect baby 
teeth that show cavities, merely be- 
cause the teeth are only temporary. 

The first molar tooth of the per- 
manent set appears at about the age 
of seven years, If there are already 
neglected decayed teeth in the 
child’s mouth, this first permanent 
tooth is very likely to become de- 
cayed; in fact, it is frequently found 
with a cavity at the very first ex- 
amination after it-is erupted. Par- 
ents generally fail to understand 
that this first molar or seven-year 
molar is a permanent tooth, and 
therefore they fail to take the child 
to the dentfst to have the cavity 
properly treated. The caries pro- 
gresses until the tooth is damaged 
beyond redemption. Then arises’ a 
serious problem: Hobson's choice of 
allowing the decayed tooth to re- 
main, with its menace to he integ- 
rity of the other teeth and of the 
tonsils and adenoid body and to the 
child’s general health, or extraction 
with its menace to the regularity of 
the future permanent set and the 
development of the jaw. My own 
preference would be for extraction 
in such a quandary, though I should 
certainty defer to the judgment of 
the dentist in such a matter. 


It is no idle speculation that a de- 
cayed molar tooth favors disease of 
the tonsils and adetOd body. The 
last molar tooth ina 


adult’s mouth is practically in con- 
tact with the tonsils when the 
mouth is closed. It is therefore con- 
ceivable that bacteria may be di- 
rectly implanted upon the surface of 
the tonsil from a cavity in the back 
molar tooth. Some throat specialists 
view this relation from the other 
side—they think that infection trav- 
els rather from the tonsils to the 
back molar teeth. I am not a threat 
specialist and do not see it that 
way. It is a familiar observation 
that children whose teeth are kept 
sound rarely, if ever, have diseased 
tonsils and adenoids. Aside from 
the feeding of children with whole- 
some, plain undoctored food instead 
of the molly-coddled stuff that 
spoils so many youngsters, there is 
probably no other one precaution 
fraught with such far-reaching ben- 
fit to a child’s health as the care- 
ful preservation of the baby teeth. 


I am making no appeal for tooth- 
brushes, nor urging dentifrices. If 
we gave children undenaturized 


food they would have. little need 
for tooth brushes and other imped- 
imenta of the oral toilet.-A brusHing 
occasionally may be all right. No 
harm, provided the brush is clean 
What I am pleading for is early, 
regular, frequent visits to a com- 
petent dentist.

Harding Condoles Widow. 

President Harding sent the fol- 
lowing messawe of condolence tuday 
to Mrs. Franklin K. Lane, at Koch- 
ester: 

“I have just learned of the death 
of your distinguished husband, and 
am wiring to express my Very great 
shock andmy exceedingly deep sor- 
row over his untimely death. He 
was an outstanding American who 
rendered most distinguished service 
to his country and found an abiding 
place in the affections of all who 
knew him well. Mrs. Harding joins 
meinan expression of most sympa- 
thetic condolence.” 

Former President Wilson also sent 
a message of condolence to Mrs. 
Lane, which was not made public. 

Word of the death of Mr. Lane 
came as a peculiar shock to the na- 
tion's capital, for so many years 
more his home than his chusen place 
of residence in California. There 
were manifestations of grief in 
every department of the government, 
from the president to the messengers 
in the interior wepartment, who had 
known so long the kindly. humor- 
ous. bit efficient puctic ser/ant. 

The blow fell most sharply at the 
home here of Mrs. Phillip C. Kauff- 
man, his only daughter. 

Born in Canada. 


Franklin Knight Lane was born 
near Charlottestown, Canada, July 
15, 1864. His family moved to Cali- 
fornia during his childhood. He at- 
tended the University of California. 
graduating with the class of 1886. 
In 1893 he married Anne Winter- 
mute, of Tacoma, Wash. 

He engaged in newspaper work 
in early (life. as a reporter, as New 
York correspondent for western 
newspapers, and as publisher and 
editor of The Tacoma Daily News. 
He was admitted to the California 
barin 1889 and practiced law in San 
Francisco for many years. 

He was democratic candidate for 
governor of Califorgia in 1902 and 
received his party vote in the legis- 
lature for United States senator in 
1903. He was a member of the IL. 
Cc. C. from 1905 to 1913. In 1913 he 
was appointed secretary of the inte- 
rior in the cabinet of President Wil- 
son. He resigned to enter business. 

Mr. Lane was operated on Friday, 
May 6, for the removal of gall stones 
nd the appendix. He rallied nor- 
mally frpom the operation and his 
condition was considered favorable 
until shortly before his death. 

Lane resigned as secretary of the 
interior in President Wilson's cabi- 
net on March 1, 1920. 

He was vice president of the 
Pan-American Petroleum and Trans- 
port — until his death. 

Following his realgnation from the 

Wilson cabinet, Mr. Lane sought to 
recover his health and came here in 
January ofthis year. He was ad- 
vised to pena the winter in a 
warmer climate and vistied in Cali- 
fornia. returning early this month. 
His condition was favorable for an 
improve- 
ment was noted untilthe heart at- 
tack was developed this morning. 
“ The body of Mr. Lane left Roches- 
ter for Chicago tonight, accompanied 
by George W. Lane, his brother: Mrs. 
Franklin K. Lane and Mrs. Frank- 
lin K. Lane, Jr. Mr. Lane died 
suddenly following an attack of 
heart disease.

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ECONOMY FORCES 
CUT NAVAL BILL 


‘Washington, May 19.—Economy 
advocates won the first bout in the 
@enate today on the. $500,000,000 
naval appropriation bill. After the 
agreement yeSterday by administra- 
tion forces to support the Borah 
amendment requesting the president 
to call a disarmament conference, 
attack turned today on appropria- 
tion items, and on the first test of 
strength, $1,000,000 was pared from 
the bill. 

Through a combination of repub- 
licans with democrats, the senate 
by a vote of 39 to 31 cut the ap- 
propriation of $4,500,000, recom- 
mended by the naval committee for 
transportation and recruiting of 
men to $3,500,000. On the next 


vote, however, enough republicans 
changed to sustain the committee 
increase from $7,500,000 to $9,000,- 
000, for navy yards and docks. 

Another economy move wasin the 
acoption of amendments suspending 
the Charleston, S. C., dry, dock pro- 
ject until July 1, 1924. By a vote 
of 40 to 28, the senate adopted a 
committee recommendation probit- 
iting the dry dock expenditures, in- 
cluding dredging of a channel. 

Amendments Adopted. 

The group opposing the commit. 
tee increases thereupon quit the bat- 
tle and a number of the committee 
amendments were adopted. These 
included appropriations of a million 
and a halts dollars for development 
of a submarine and destroyer base 
at Guam; $300,000 for the Sand 
Point, Wash., naval air station; $].- 
000,000 for development of a sub- 
marine base at San Pedro, Cal., and 
$15,000,000 toward the construction 
of two airplane carriers to cost not 
more than $26,000,000, 

Committee amendments authoriz- 
ing the secretary of the navy to ac- 
cept a tract of land from the city 
of Los Angeles to be used as the 
site for a naval submarine base and 
a tract from King county, Washting- 
ton, for use as a site for an avia- 
tion, were approved. Action On ac- 
ceptance of a tract near Camp Kear- 
ney for an aviation station went 
over by request of Senator Borah, 
republican, Idaho. He also obtain- 
ed postponement of action on the 
Alameca, Cal., supply base project 
and on committee amendments 
which. would permit a naval person- 
nel of 120,000 men instead of 100,- 
000 provided in the house bill. 

Reed Is Speaker. 


Committee recommendations § to 
increase the cost limits of the bat- 
tleship California, four other bat- 
tleships and a number of subma- 
rines, now building, also were ap- 
proved. The total increase amounts 
to approximately $12,000,000.

A man with a 2-cent stamp and 
a reasonable amount of honesty 
and perseverance seventy years ago 
could easily leave his posterity a 
mii:lion or so to expend for toddle 
lessons and gasoline—if Atlanta 
realty figures are to be a criterion. 

If you 
can leave that cup of Java you're 
fiddling with long enough, listen 
to this: 

You know where the Savoy theater 
is? Right up from Five Points, just 
far enough to make it interesting; 
right in the center of what we 
are Pleased to call our bustling bus- 
iness section. On January 2, 1855, 
ten years before the Confederacy 
fell, that piece of property sold for 
$775. Three figures! Julius A. 
Hayden sold it to one Willlam Beach 
and Mr. Hayden, ‘tis said, thought 
himself extremely fortunate, and 
forthwith went out and bought his 
children a pair of shoes each—three

$10,000. Just 260 per cent of the 
purchase price. Not a bad invest- 
ment, even if that statement does 
make us a bit disrespectful of the 
judgment which emanated from the 
minds and lips of those who are our 
leaders if they have lived. 

He paid something more than 300 
times what was paid for the prop- 
erty in 1855, He paid something like 
sixty times what was paid in 1879.

heap through congressional action 
started Wednesday before a sub-

Upshaw, of the Atlanta district, and 
Zode Smith, superintendent of the 
Atlanta waterworks appeared before 
the house committee setting forth 
their views as to why Camp Gordon 
should not be salvaged at this time, 


as provided by law. 

The subcommittee is considering 
legislation affecting all of the mili- 
tary Camps of the country. The 
Georgians asked that no action to- 
ward sale or scrapping the ‘camp be 
made for two years, which would 
give the war department time to ad- 
just their plans and congress time 
to pass legislation looking’ towards 
the future training of the national 
forces. 

They have in mind the elevation 
of General Pershing to chief of 
staff of the army on July lst, when 
he will begin “active organization 
of the forces, including the national 
guard and the reserve corps. 

He favors retention of Camp Gor- 
don, and will doubtless appear be- 
fore the committee. | 

Mr. Smith returned to Atlanta this 
afternoon, and upon arrival he will 
take up with the city officials and 
commercial organizations the plans 
for data to be presented showing 
the government’s interest to save 
Camp Gordon from scrapping at this 
time. 

A. 8. Holcomb, of Washington, Ga. 
is attending the meeting of Short-

here. Holcomb is general manager 
of the Washington and Lincolnton 
railroad.

Matters of importance pertaining 
to the advancement of the commu- 
nity, the state and the nation were 
presented to the organization and 
acted upon. 


President's Message. 

Mrs. Albert Thornton, president, 
in her annual address stressed the 
high aims of the federation as an 
organization of women, and pointed 
Out the great responsibility upon 
each individual member to uphold 
the ideals for which the federation 
has worked for the past twenty- 
five years. 

Her message showed that the 
president was grateful for the ef- 
forts of the club members to as- 
Sist in making this year one of 
outstanding achievements along all 
lines of women’s work. 

Mrs. Thornton reported with pride 
that the city federation has follow- 
ed the general and state federation’s 
Plan of departmental work, and that 
it now has an expert heading each 
department of work, 

Citizenship was stressed and the 
women were urged to study the 
great questions before them and to 
inform themselves on the problems 
of the hour. Mrs. Thornton pointed 
out that the city federation has 
been active in the Red Cross anti- 
tuberculosis and Salvation Army 
drives, had worked diligently for a 
cleaner Atlanta, had supported the 
bond issue, had worked for in- 
creased library appropriation and 
had been actively engaged in all 
civic betterment. 


Reduction of Armaments, 


A telegram was sent to the con- 
Sress of religious agencies mecting 
in Chicago as follows: 

“The Atlanta Federation of 
Women’s clubs, 400 strong, heartily 
indorse your .effort to secure an 
international conference on the re- 
duction of armaments. As women 
and mothers have ever borne the 
greatest sacrifices of war, it is 
eminently fitting that we add our 
influence of this great movement 
of the churches.

Memorial for Miss Dooly. 


Mrs. Thornton closed her report 
with a beautiful tribute to Miss 
Isma Dooly, who was press chair- 
man of the city federation. Reso- 
lutions on the death of Miss Dooly 
were read by Mrs. W. L. Pearcy, 
chairman of resolutions commit- 
tee, while the audience stood with 
bowed heads. 

Mrs. Thornton suggested that a 
memorial room to Miss Dooly be 
furnished at the woman’s dormi- 
tory at Athens. 

Mrs. W. B. Price-Smith, Mrs. Boll- 
ing Jones, Mrs. T. T. Stevens and 
Others spoke for the memorial, 
which was unanimously adopted. 
Mrs. Joseph Morgan, president of 
the Pioneer society, claimed the 
privilege of giving the first con- 
tribution to the memorial, followed 
by Mrs. W. H. Sander and others. 

Mrs. Sam Jones spoke of the 
splendid work accomplished by 
Mrs. Thornton as president and a 
vote of thanks was extended to her 
by the federation.

Resolutions. 

The resolutions committee—Mre.

‘Fourth, It would be a humiliatin trage- 
dy if the entry of women into ber ora 
field of political responsibility should be 
coincident with a decadence of the refine- 
ment and modesty of our girls and young 
women and the lowering of the moral atmos. 
phere of society.—Mrs. Albert E. Thornton,’’

In addition to this, the resolution 
will call for an investigation of 
the activities of the demonstration 
agents in connection with the or- 
ganization of the farm bureau “fed- 
eration,” it being charged this body 
is fostered by “moneyed interests” 
and that Dr. Soule was the man be- 
hind the recent condemnation of the 
department of agriculture, 

Lem Jackson has gone further. 
He characterizes the “federation” as 
a creature of the State College of 
Agriculture, and claims that its pol- 
icy and program are directed by Dr. 
Soule. 

Senator Mills will base his reso- 
lution on a recent citation of the 
state budget and finance commis- 
sion, which reads ¢s follows: 
“There is majority feeling in the 
commission that there is too much 
concentration of power and funds 
at this institution (the college of 
agriculture) and that a part of the 
work done here could be distributed 
wisely.” 

Commissioner Brown considers 
this statement a direct blow at the 
efforts which he says are being 
made to remove certain branches 
of his department to the state col- 
lege. 

To add a little spice to the pres- 
ent state of the controversy, Charles 
Barrett, in commenting on the reso- 
lutions of the farm bureau and its 
claim of ten thousand members, de- 
clared: 

“T will bet a thousand dollars that 
organization has not a thousand 
members—I mean- bona fide mem- 
bers, not the people who just say 
they sympathize with them.” 

Relating to the questioning of 
the activities of the demonstration 
agents in organizing the farm bu- 
reau, it is remembered that the 
fight on the “federation” was car- 
ried to Washington last year. 

Charges of State Officials. 

At this time, it was charged by 
state officials that county agents, 
acting as representatives of the 
government and receiving an in- 
come from the government and 
counties jointly, were devoting 
themselves to the organization of 
this new “federation,” which was 
designed for the purpose of dis- 
rupting the agricultural depart- 
ment of Georgia. 

But the fight between the state 
college of agriculture and depart- 
ment of agriculture dates far back, 
and really had its inception in a 
dispute over the sale of certain hog 
cholera serum*a number of years 
ago. 
— this difference, friction in- 
creased until in recent years there 
has been a direct cross fire between 
the state branches in practically 
every line where there has been a 
similarity of work. 

In fact, some three vears ago, 
the matter grew so heated it was 
taken to the floor of the house. 
With the galleries filled with county 
agents of the state college, warm 
and pointed colloqgy involving the 
college took place. 

Since then several efforts have 
been made to alleviate the situ- 
ation, and for many months it 
seemed these were successful. 
During the past year, however, 
new fires, with the organization of 
the farm bureau, have been added 
to the smoldering controversies. 
Then came the resolutions of the 
“federation” condemning the _  de- 
partment of agriculture and _ the 
commissioner’s “hot” reply, which, 
all in all, makes it clear that the 
deciding clash will come this sum- 
mer. 

Meanwhile, there “will be more 
talk.” 


GROWING SENTIMENT FOR 
HALT IN NEW MEASURES. 
“Yes, sir. They may talk about 
all this new legislation they’re go- 
ing to introduce, but when about 
two hundred and fifty of these 
legislators start to running around 
this Kimball House lobby in June, 
they’ll find out people are tired of 
sO many laws, and are ready for 
them to start improving some of 
the thousand and one bills they’ve 
already enacted.”

The Macon Telegraph, several days 
ago when he wrote that the man 
born with a silver spoon in his 
mouth isn’t in it when ranked with 
one born with the golden gift of 
gab,” he continued. 
“But you can say what you please, 
when this house full of orators get 
together this year, they might as 
well devote most of their efforts 
to improving some of this old 
legislation without passing a couple 
of new ones. 

“You see, it’s this way: 

“A country and its people get tired 
of being confronted with a law 
every time they turn around. They 
feel oppressed, and the first thing 
you know they are putting Patrick 
Henry’s famous declaration into ef- 
fect. 

“And after they’ve secured their 
liberty, they turn right around and 
pass laws until they are in the same 
fix again. 

“Now, don’t think I’m against 
laws, because I’m not. But you can 
take it from me, there is such a 
thing as having too many of the 
things. Georgia will be in pretty 
good shape if these boys will just 
get together and patch up their leg- 
islation of the past.” 

And when the old boy had finish- 
ed speaking, he had about two doz- 
en hearers who nodded their heads 
in agreement. 


NUMEROUS SUGGESTED 
REFORMS FACES ASSEMBLY. 


The general assembly taces a 
hard task this summer. 

In addition to the necessity of 
making several neceSsary changes 
in legislation already enacted, the 
lawmakers will have many proposed 
reforms awaiting their considera- 
tion. 

The greatest problem facing the 
state this year is the tax laws and 
their relation to revenue. To show 
the character of the recommenda- 
tions the legislators will have to 
consider it is only necessary to re- 
fer to those of Comptroller Gen- 
eral: William A. Wright and Tax 
Commissioner Henry J. Fullbright, 

General Wright is reputed to have 
more influence relative to tax ques- 
tions with the general assembly 
than any other state official. 

Time and again, the comptroller’s 
opinion has been known to kill 
prospective tax legislation when it 
wag being considered in committee 
meetings. As an official who has 
studied Georgia’s tax problems for 
many years, undoubtedly his recom- 
mendations on this subject will be 
given serious consideration. 

Comptroller’s Pian. 

Briefly, the eomptroller has rec- 
ommended that the borrowing power 
of the governor be increased to such 
an amount as will enable him to 
meet the payment of appropriations 
early in the year. At present, the 
chief executive is limited to bor- 
rowing $500,000 a year, and with 
the state’s revenue beginning to 
pour into the treasury about the 
fifth or sixth month, it is impossible 
to meet appropriations without out- 
side aid. 

Opposition to the passage of an 
income tax is voiced by General 
Wright, who takes the position that 
it would amount to a double sys- 
tem of taxation and advises that 
the state continue the ad valorem 
and uniformity of the tax measures 
of the constitutions. 

On the other hand, Commissioner 
Fullbright, in his annual report to 
the legislature, makes the follow- 
ing recommendations, which have 
been indorsed by a number of legis- 
lators: 

“What study I have been able to 
give the subject of taxation, has 
brought me to the conclusion, that 
the most nearly ideal system, is the 
one that taxes property local in ite 
nature and ownership, for l6cal 
purposes only. That real estate and 
tangible personal property should 
be relieved of taxation for state 
purposes, and should be taxed for 
county and municipal purposes only 
That the property of public utility 
corporations shovlld not be taxed 
under an ad valorem eystem, but 
that these corporations should be 
assessed upon their gross earnings. 
That in addition to the revenues 


derived from this source, the state’s 
| revenues should be obtained 
through a personal Income tax, in- 


heritance, taxes, special license and 
business taxes, fees, etc. 

“I shall not enlarge upon this 
suggestion, but as a first -etep 
towards this end, I wish to urge 
that an amendment to the consti- 
tution be proposed authorizing the 
legislature to levy an income tax. 
Students of taxation everywhere, 
are coming more and more to agree, 
that the income tax is the most 
satisfactory yet tried. That it more 
nearly meets the two fundamental 
principles that should underlie all 
taxes, than any other method. First 
of contributing to the government 
in accordance with the resulting 
benefits, and second in keeping 
witb ability to pay.” 

Asks Amendment of Law. 

In addition™“No these, the commis- 
sioner recommende that the present 
tax equalization law be amended so 
as to provide that when he finds 
it necessary to order an increase on 
any class of property in a county, 
or upon the entire digest, he must 
notify the chairman of the local 
boards as to the aggregate increase 
desired. 

The duty of the board then would 
be to assemble and revise the re- 
turns to meet the order, instead of 
having the increase applied on a 
fixed per cent basis, as at present. 
He also advises that a state board 
of tax review be created with jur- 
isdiction over all difference between 
the commissioner and the local 
boards of assessors and those tax- 
payers who are required to make 
returns to the comptroller general. 

With such a board, Mr. Fullbright 
proposes the repeal of all laws 
regulating arbitration between the 
commissioner, the comptroller gen- 
eral and the tax-payers, through as- 
sessors. Such a move, states the 


commissioner, will result in bring- } 


ing all classes of tax-payers final- 
ly under the same authority. 

Add to these suggestions those 
of Governor-elect Hardwick and 
various leaders, and the ‘compli- 
cated task of the general assembly 
is realized.

New York, May 18.—Trading in 
the stock market today presented 
two distinct and divergent aspects.

Social Workers 
Are Urged to Aid 
In Civic Affairs 


The Social Workers’ club, at the 
regular semi-monthly luncheon in 
the Kimball House on Wednesday 
voted to appoint delegates to the 
central committee on city govern- 
ment being organized at the calli of 
the League of Women Voters. 

The club was addressed by Dr. 
David Marx on “Citizenship.” Dr. 
Marx urged the social workers to 
make themselves felt in civic af- 
fairs. He stated that they were 
the persons, Of all others in the city, 
who know the relation of city gov- 
ermment to destitution and delin- 
quency, and begged them to spurn 
the fear that by etanding for the 
right they might offend their 
friends or influential supporters. He 
condemned the business Man who 
fails to stand for civic righteous- 
ness because of the opinions of his 
customers. 

Dr. Marx eloquently appealed for 
a healthy interest in politics, which 
he said is nothing less than the 
good of the republic, the ideals of 
the community. He epoke of the 
danger in a republic of apathy and 
indifference; and declared that the 
fault for corruption in city gov- 
ernment lies not in the city hall, 
but at the door of the “respecta- 
ble” citizenry which is too good to 
take a hand in good government. 
“Even now,” he said, “too many 
people are interested in the per- 
sonalities of the bunco probe, and 
are not concerned in the great prin- 
ciples which are involved. They do 
not realize that a whole system is 
responsible. You can change the 
horees in the augean stable but the 
stench will remain unless we can 
turn the flood of a mighty river 
in to wash the whole thing out.” 

Turning again to the _ Sociat 
Workers’ club he told the workers 
that they are the heart of the com- 
munity, that their organization 
should stand to the forefront in 
civic affairs. There were eighty 
members present, representing prac- 
tically every social agency and in- 
stitution in Atlanta. 


‘Here’s Good News 


For Blind Pigs; 
Dry Agents Idle

Washington, May 18.—For forty 
days and forty nights, beginning 
Friday, there will be a perceptible, 
increase in the wetness of these 
United States. 

This forecast, issued reluctantly 
and with considerable misgiving, 
comes from the office of the prohi- 
bition commissioner in Washington. 
It is supported and viewed with even 
greater alarm by officials of the 
Anti-Saloon leagug. 

For on Friday approximately 740 
prohibition enforcement agents 
will be dropped from the service, 
due to the failure of congress to 
grant a deficiency appropriation for 
enforcemeng of the Volstead act, 
The servicé will continue with its 
under-manned personnel until July 
1, when the new appropriation of 
$7,500,000 becomes effective. Pro- 
hibition enforcement already had 
received a deficiency appropriation 
of $1,400,000, (This was $200,000 
less than the amount asked and the 
latter sum was never granted. 

Serious Blow. 

“Tt is the most serious blow which 
has been dealt to prohibition since 
enactment of the Volstead act,” said 
Wayne B. Wheeler, counsel for the 
Anti-Saloon league. “Bootleggers 
will be able to operate with greater 
freedom, booze runners will encoun- 
ter less vigilence, and illicit stills 
will find it easier to break the law. 
It is extremely unwise on the part 
of congress to permit suspension 
of an activity which brings more 
money to the government than the 
service costs, especially at a time 
when liquor interests are seeking 
to undermine enforcement of the 
law.” 

At the offices of John F. Kramer. 
prohibition commissioner, it was 
stated the heaviest blow would be 
an increase in smuggling along the 
Canadian and Mexican borders, and 
the Atlantic seaboard. 

Regret also was expressed over 
the fact that many trained field 
agents, scattdred throughout the 
country, will be suspended from the 
service and will have obtained other 
jobs before July 1. Suppression of 
liquor traffic will receive a severe 
setback, it was stated, and the ef- 
fective work of many months may 
be lost. 

Dry officials who are under civil 
service will not be affected by Fri- 
day’s action, but about two-thirds 
of the traveling field agents will 
be dismissed. 

As a means of checking the law- 
lessness as far as possible, state 
and municipal officials will be urged 
to double their enforcement efforts 
during the forty-day_ interlude, 
Wayne B. Wheeler said.
